islature intended to base the popu­

I have been 
informed that the 
auditors repre­ 
senting Mr. Hackmann, the state 
auditor, have 
prepared 
a 
state­ 
ment which is now* on file in the 
office of

which statement purports to be an 
audit of the accounts of the vari­ 
ous county officers, including my 
two terms as judge of the probate 
court of this county. 
In 1911 the accounts were audit­ 
ed by a number of certified public 
accountants, who 
made a careful 
examination of the records of my 
office at that time and found them 
correct. 
I understand 
that 
the present 
auditors have 
charged 
me 
with 
surplus fees earned by me in ex­ 
cess cf the sum of $2,000 per year 
and have 
construed 
the 
probate 
judge salary law to mean that the 
probate judge in Pettis county is 
entitled to retain only $2,000 per 
vear after payment of clerk hire. 
When I took charge of the office 
on Jan. I, 1907, the compensation 
of judge of probate was fixed by 
section 10695 of the Revised Stat­ 
utes of Missouri. 1909, which pro­ 
vision reads as follows: 
"Provided, 
further, 
that when­ 
ever. after deducting all reasons 
hie and 
necessary 
expenses 
for 
clerk hire, the amount of fees col­ 
lected in any one calendar year by 
or for any one probate judge in 
^nv county in this state during his 
term of office and irrespective of
